I have the honour and pleasure of submitting the Annual Report of the Department 
for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1961. 


Although the year has been marked by the opening of a new institution, two new 
camps and an extension to the Alcoholic Clinic, it has been most notable for the overall 
expansion of our training and treatment program. 


The three essentials in any correctional program are buildings, staff and services. 
Experience dictates that our success in the Rehabilitation of the Offender is not only 
in direct proportion to the services we are able to provide, but these services are largely 
dependent on buildings and staff. Perhaps buildings, which are of prime importance 
in the carrying out of our legal custodial responsibility, have least visible effect on our 
moral rehabilitative responsibility. Nevertheless, efficient buildings are vital to our 
program. A worn-out building, incapable of being maintained or modernized to 
present day standards of sanitation, heating, lighting and ventilation, is not conducive 
to the morale of staff and inmates alike. It is axiomatic that well planned, well main- 
tained and efficient buildings are of basic importance to our program. 


The old frame building at Camp Bison, Burwash Industrial Farm, which was 
erected in 1925, was replaced this year by a completely new modern structure. ‘The 
new Camp Bison is a prison and as such it is not designed as luxury accommodation. 
However, it is a new concept in prison building. There is a tasteful use of colour 
throughout the building, which has been designed with the idea of assisting a man to 
retain his self- -respect. Bars are most notable by their absence. They are replaced by 
aluminum screens in the individual rooms provided for inmates, rooms which have 
complete facilities and ordinary wooden doors. There are day rooms and showers at 
the end of the corridor, with a large auditorium and a library on the second ea 
This is not a large unwieldy structure full of security points and iron grilles. Instead, i 
is a scientifically designed building of sufficient security and of the ideal size to accom- 
modate 200 inmates, which is the number we are convinced is most satisfactory from 
the point of view of rehabilitation and administration. This is indeed a new and 
brilliant concept in prison building. 


On the other hand, Camp Hendrie, located in Simcoe County, is not new in 
concept. It is an extension of a scheme which has demonstrated its tremendous 
rehabilitative values. For the first time a bush camp is being used to house young men 
from the Ontario Reformatory, Guelph. Camp Hendrie consists of two dormitory 
buildings to house 40 inmates. It has an administration building with kitchen, dining 
room, and stores, and separate staff quarters, all constructed by inmate labour at a total 
cost of approximately $12,000. The policy at Camp Hendrie and the philosophy of the 
camp are the same as we have found successful in our two other bush camps at Hillsdale 
and McCreight’s Dam. Here, men live an outdoor community life, working on prac- 
tical projects for the improvement of the immediate locality. We are firmly convinced 
of the immense value of these camps in our program. 


A new reformatory has been opened at Elliot Lake, on the site of a discontinued 


mining operation. This reformatory was opened with three points in mind. First was 
an obvious need to reduce the population of the Ontario Reformatory, Guelph to a 
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more reasonable and easily manageable size. ] he second fit the housing 
type Inmate from the northern part of rhe province in a locatioy mo : a a 
for visiting.

Phe past year has been a very busy one for our maintenance crews working with 
immate Jabour within the various institutions. In addition to building maintenance, 
new construction has been carried out at the Burtch Industrial Farm; Industrial Farm, 
Fort William: Industrial Farm, Monteith; Ontario Reformatory, Guelph, Camp 
Hendrie, and at the Ontario Training Schools at Bow manville and Cobourg.

STAFF 


The effectiveness of our services may be measured by the quantity and calibre of 
our staff. Regardless of our desires and efforts our rehabilitation program is restricted 
to the optimum output of our total treatment staff. Consequently, we have directed 
our energies this year to two methods of expanding our services. Primarily we have 
concentrated on increasing the efficiency and effectiveness of individual members of the 
complete team. Secondly, we have continued our progress of last year in increasing 
the number of trained personnel working for the department. By the end of the fiscal 
year we employed 16 psychologists, our staff of consultant psychiatrists had increased 
to 14, social workers to 12, and in addition there were 25 parole and rehabilitation 
officers working with adult offenders. 


Quantity of staff is important but quality is all important. ‘This essential factor is 
ensured by the setting of standards of recruitment as well as training after recruitment. 
During the fall and winter the most extensive in-service staff training program which 
the department has yet devised was set up for the staff of twelve of our institutions. 


By means of a series of lectures and discussion groups staff members were made aware 
of the most modern techniques used in penology. 


For some time we have been anxious to secure Univ ersity training in corrections 
for those staff members who have show ; ine j ility i j 
Sti ave § Nn outstanding interest and -

Plans were made to approach 
Universities to investigate the possibility of developing a course in corrections for 
workers in the field.

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In conjunction with our overall training program, we have built up a specialized 
library of many hundreds of books, pamphlets, journals and reports from all over the 
world, to present to our staff a comprehensive picture of modern thinking in our work 
and allied fields. “The more information available, the wider the reading, the more 
self-critical we get and consequently the more ideas we are able to evaluate. All this 
can only lead to a greater all-out effort and eventually increase the effectiveness of our 
rehabilitation program. 


SERVICES 
Institutional services must not only provide for the immediate needs of the inmates 


within the institutions but, more important, the “psychological” and rehabilitative needs 
of each individual must be satisfied. 


The first of these requirements, includes feeding, clothing and other day-to-day 
necessities, as well as the provision of activity both for recreation and work. There is 
no doubt that food is of great importance in the successful operation of any institution, 
and to the inmate population it is extremely important. Consequently, in all our 
institutions we have this year, as previously, placed special emphasis on correct feeding. 
This has not in any way implied luxury; we regard the basic essentials as variety, 
quality and cleanliness. These essentials Have been obtained within a reasonable budget, 
and within this budget we are providing a most sensible, adequate and attractive diet. 


In recreation we have striven to build healthy minds, as well as healthy bodies. 
Recreation is an integral and very necessary part of normal life. The intelligent use 
of recreational facilities has often been lacking i in many inmates when they arrive at 
our institutions, and it is most important that while we have the custody of “these men, 
they should be guided into following healthy recreational activities. During the year 
we held a most successful course at our staff training school for the physical education 
instructors of all our institutions. In this way our instructors are encouraged to keep 
abreast with modern techniques in utilizing recreation as another effective aspect of 
our total treatment program. Further to this we instituted a recreation leadership 
course for students at the Ontario Training Centre, Brampton. Among subjects taught 
were refereeing and coaching in sports, group leadership, administration, teaching tech- 
niques, planning and evaluating, social recreation skills, and community recreational 
organization. As a result of this course, which is under the direction of the Com- 
munity Programmes Branch, Department of Education, a number of students have 
been able to find suitable, satisfyi ing employment in various communities. 


During the year up-to-date libraries containing book stocks geared to the reading 
level and tastes of inmates were v astly expanded stati improved. Results have been most 
gratifying; over 80% of the inmates are using the libraries at some period, and on an 
average, each inmate is reading one book per week. 


On the active side, discussion groups, concerts, chess and checkers were widely 
used. One project that was particularly useful was the establishment of a Toastmaster 
Club at the Ontario Training Centre, Brampton. This received support and encourage- 


ment from outside Toastmaster Clubs and the students are finding great value in its 
program. 


Industrially, we have had a successful year. The following items, fabricated or 
processed in our various industrial farms, and reformatories, provide steady productive 
work for quite an appreciable number of inmates: canned fruits and vegetables, fur- 
niture, woollen goods, beds, sheet metal products, meats, brick and tile, licence plates, 
garments. riber park picnic tables, fire place grilles and barbecues.

TRAINING AND PFREATMENT PROGRAM 


Re-education and treatment received continued emphasis at the Department’s ten 
specialized centres. Durmg the year a number of surveys were carried out which 
oroduced trends and results in the effectiveness of our program. At the Ontario 
1 raining Centre, Brampton, an exhaustive study was made in conjunction with the 
records of the R.C.M.P. Here it was found that five years after release, 58% of all 
ex-students have had no further trouble with the law. The comparative figure for the

During the past ten years over three thousand male patients have been treated for 
alcoholism at the Alex. G. Brown Memorial Clinic in Mimico. Until the end of this 
. the Clinic’s capacity was limited to 30 beds. However, by the end of the year 
swother building with capacity for 120 has been added to the program. It will now be 
possible to treat 1,800 patients each year in these two settings. A follow-up survey

REHABILITATION 


In order to increase the effectiveness of our rehabilitation program we have 
reorganized it completely, amalgamating the adult parole and rehabilitation service with 
the juvenile placement service. Officers will, in future, have a case load of both adults 
and juveniles in certain designated geographical areas. This will correct present 
duplication and increase tremendously the amount of supervision. It will mean that 
assistance will be available to the adult or juvenile at the time it is needed and minor 
difficulties can be corrected before they develop into major problems. Our rehabilita- 
tion officers will be able to gain a know ledge of the offender’s community, employment 
and family and thus assess more accurately the difficulties to be met and provide more 
assistance in overcoming them. 


Much of our success may be directly attributed to the continued co-operation and 
efforts of various organizations and church groups, other government departments, 
employers and interested citizens, as well as a loyal and devoted staff.

Mr. W. J. Stewart resigned fromthe Board effective September 26, 1960, and 
Reverend David McMaster Kerr was appointed effective the same date. 


The duties and responsibilities of the Board are carried out under the authority of 
the Parole Act of 1946 ‘and its amendments of 1952 and 1960. 

The Parole Act gives authority to the Board to grant or refuse Parole to prisoners 
serving indeterminate sentences, confined in Institutions in Ontario. All prisoners 
serving indeterminate sentences appear before the Board automatically, and they are 
not required to make a formal application for Parole consideration. 


The Board meet regularly at the Main Office in Toronto to thoroughly review the 
files of prisoners who have been scheduled for Parole consideration. Following this 
review the Board will proceed to the Institution and a personal interview is granted 
the prisoner before a decision is made. 


Board Meetings are held at nine Institutions in the province, and the Board inter- 
view prisoners at the majority of these Institutions at least once a month. 


The personal interview with the prisoner is a most valuable experience. Ever 
attempt is made to make the prisoner feel at ease, and he is encouraged to relate his 
feelings as to the offence, his stay in the Institution, as well as his plans for the future. 
This interview also affords the Board the opportunity to ask questions relating to the 


case as well as to generally assess the prospects for successful rehabilitation. 


The Board is aware of its obligation to society, however, the prisoners appearing 
before the Board will eventually be released and it is felt that cases which are con- 
sidered to be good risks, |

Should a parolee fail to comply with the conditions of Parole, the case is presented 
to the Board for their further consideration, and if the decision is made to cancel Parole, 
the parolee is returned to the Institution. 


Where a parolee commits a further offence while on Parole, the case is presented 
- to the Board and unless there are exceptional circumstances, Parole will be cancelled. 


The Board are indebted to the Staff in the Main Office, the Parole and Rehabilita- 
tion Officers and Officials at the Institutions for their assistance and co-operation and 
to the Magistrates, Probation Staff, Police Forces, for the valuable information which 
they supply. Appreciation is also extended to the many Public Agencies and Private 
Community Services and Agencies who have assisted the men and women released from 
our Institutions whether on Parole or at the expiration of sentence.

REPORT OF POLICE COURT, PRISON, JAIL AND AFTER-CARE WORK 
IN THE PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 


For the Year Ending Dee. 31, 1960 


We are reminded that 1960 marked the 70th anniversary of the Salvation Army’s 
prison work in Ontario, and indeed in the Dominion. 


It was in 1890 that the first Prison Gate Home was opened on Eglinton Avenue 
ast, near Yonge Street, where our North Toronto Corps hall now stands. 


In those days Salvation Army Officers would drive the ‘Red Maria’ to the local 
jail and bring men who were being released to the “P.G.Home” as it was called. There 
they were given a bed, assigned a place at table, and then put to work in the woodyard, 
bootshop or bakery until they had learned something that would help them make their 
own way in life again. Similar homes were opened in Hamilton and Kingston shortly 


afterwards. 


Meanwhile help to women prisoners was given by a young woman officer, in the 
person of Captain Blanche Goodall. The Captain’s father was the General Super- 
intendent of the City Parks Department, Toronto, for nearly thirty years. Captain 
Goodall was the first woman to speak in a religious service in the Central Prison, 
Toronto. In later years she continued her efforts in prisons and after-care homes as the 


wife of Lt. Colonel John Read. 


I am glad to report in these pages that the work commenced seventy years ago is 
being carried on zealously today by a greater number of dedicated men and women 
officers of our Organization than ever before. Our Territorial Commander, Commis- 
sioner W. W. Booth is intensely interested in Correctional Services, and ready to help 
in every way possible. 


The statistics given below show that more effort has been made this year than in 
any previous year to meet the needs which increase rather than diminish from year to 
year. The financial statement too emphasises this, as expenditure on behalf of Cor- 
rectional Services in this Province is larger than ever. Grants from the Department 
are augmented by gifts from the public to cover these needs, and we are grateful to all 
who contribute. 


J am aware that the cordial co-operation the Salvation Army receives from the 
Minister, the Deputy Minister and all officers and members of the Department. of 
Reform Institutions also increases from year to year. Thus I would express our thanks 
to the Minister, and all associated with him, for the kindly guidance and words of 
commendation and the monetary support we receive from time to time. 


Under the blessing of God, to whom we look in all our endeavours, we believe 
our service in all Penal Institutions in this Province will be of even greater usefulness 
in the coming year, and for this we most earnestly pray.
